M IRON THUMB SCREWS 

N ANCIENT BELT AND ARM IRONS 

Evidently used for dangerous criminals. The 
belt was locked to the waist and the wrists 
were fastened close to the body. The legs 
were manacled (also with a long chain to the 
belt). (One leg iron and chain is missing.) 



O MALLACA BANQ LEADER'S BATON 
^ ^ With silver ball and ferrule. The inscription 
^/S on the ball is "64 Regiment D — Infanterie de 
Eigne."
